COLE PALEN’S RHINEBE 
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A visit by the Editor to the World’s most prolific builder of full-size Scale 
Models at his Aerodrome in northern New York State 


IN THE TWELVE years of its ex- 
istence, the little patch of land in 
the heavily wooded area of nor- 
thern New York op 
airfield by Cole Palen has become 
world famous. It has probably re- 
ceived more exposure in the popu- 
lar press and magazines than all of 
the other air museums combined. 
This is due in no small measure 
to the remarkably colourful atmo- 
sphere of the place, its aircraft and 
above all, its proprietor. 























For Cole Palen is Phineas Pink- 
ham come to real life. That World 
War One hero mechanic, for whom 











everything was possible, and who 
once entertained regular readers of 
the now dead ‘Flying Aces’ Ameri- 
can ‘pulp’ monthly magazine in fast- 
moving fiction, could well have 
been said to be the mould for Cole 
Palen. If ever there was a man 
with castor oil in his veins, living 
on nuts and bolts for breakfast, 
with his whole world held together 
by baling wire, it is this 45-year- 
old dedicated enthusiast. 

Palen came out of Army service 
as an Infantryman after World

Grand Prix Formula One racing car by 
TAMIYA reviewed in depth by 
R. Priest and R. C. Jones of I.P.M.S. 








THE FERRARI 312. B_ first 
appeared for the South African 
Grand Prix of 1970 where it was 
hoped that the new car, powered 
by the ingenious low-profile twelve 
cylinder — horizontally opposed 
Ferrari ‘Boxer’ engine would be a 
match for the established Ford- 
Cosworth powered Lotus 72. or 
the Tyrell March and others. Un- 
fortunately as is often the case 
with a new engine, the Ferrari 
team suffered various failures and 
it. was not until towards the end 
of the 1970 Season that the 312 B 
really got its bugs ironed out and 
extremely _competitiv 
To drive his new car Enzo Ferrari 
ned on Jackie Ickx who 
s driver 
gnazio 















Regazzoni 
Giunti, On the new circuit at 
Osterreichring the Austrian Grand 
Prix was won by Ickx who found 
the superior handling of the 
Ferrari 312 B a tremendous advan- 
tage on this fast, but curved 
circuit. Clay Regazzoni delighted 
home-crowd by winning 
ian Grand Prix and Ickx 
followed this with a win in the 
Canadian Grand Prix and again

of the best looking of all the 
Three Litre Formula One racing 
cars. Certainly it was a superb 
choice of subject for TAMIYA 
and we feel sure that this kit will 
receive the acclaim that is very 






































much its due. 
The excellent box art shows 
‘Number 3’, which was a 312 BFI 





driyen by Jackie Ickx in the Mexi- 
can Grand Prix of 1970 and the 


kit does indeed represent the 312 
BFI version rather than any of the 
others. For this reason we elected 
to complete our review model 
(distributed by Richard Kohn- 
stam Ltd) as ‘No. 3’ and the re- 
view which follows is based upon 
this spe car. 

Upon opening the very attractive 
kit box one is aware that the sur- 
face finish on the mouldings in 
this kit are somewhat ‘different’ 
from earlier models in the Tamiya 
1/12 scale range of kits and this 
is indeed the case. 

The body components and a 
cillary parts are all pre-spra’ 
h Ferrari Red paint and the 
‘wings’ or airfoils are also pre- 
sprayed in gloss White finish, A 
closer inspection showed that these 
two pre-sprayed colours were 
ideally suited as a under- 
coat for the final painting of the 
model and some younger modellers 
may remain content to leave the 






















































mouldings unpainted utilising this 
pre-sprayed unde as a ‘final 
finish’. Before bling any of the 






it is essential to 
check this fini ‘on our sample 
the paint had ‘run’ slightly and 
dried in built up patches along the 
s of some of the moulded 
Also we found that after 
exposure the White on the airfoils 
was developing a yellowish-tinge, 
so for this reason alone we elected 
to paint our model in its entirety. 
The main body colour should of 
course be Ferrari Red and Humbrol 
Gloss Red in their aerosol pack 
is a near exact match to this 


component part 














Italian colouring. The wings (air- 
foils) and also the oil cooler fair- 
ings at the rear of the car which 
are moulded in White should be 
painted gloss white and the Hum- 
brol Aerosol of Gloss White suited 
the purpose ideally. 

At this stage we should men- 
tion that the instruction booklet is 
a well illustrated guide containing 
the history of Ferrari cars and also 
that of the 312 B together with the 
now familiar step by step assembly 
drawings which are accompanied 
by English language text. Thus the 
English speaking modeller will 
have no difficulty at all in follow- 





ing the highly detailed kit instruc- 








tions. As is usual, the 
include small photographs to 
trate a particular feature either as 
seen on the full size car or on the 
model, Assembly therefore is fairly 
straightforward but naturally 
MUST be taken at every stage and 
it is NOT worth attempting to 
rush this kit you will only regret 
having done so when it is too late 
to do anything about it. 

The decals in the kit are ex- 

tremely comprehensive and in- 
cludes the racing numeral: 
Nos 3, 4 and 6 plus a mi 
‘trade’ or sponsor decals as well as 
the usual manufacturer's name 
plates etc together with minute 
repeats of the trade decals these 
smaller items being intended to 
be placed onto the overalls of the 
very excellent driver figure. 

Having studied the kit instruc- 
tion booklet very thoroughly we 
started work by polishing down the 
pre-sprayed Red and White paint. 
For this purpose we used Denture 
Paste (Ultra Brite to be exact!) 
which makes an excellent cutting 
paste to give a really smooth sur- 
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face finish this was followed by a 
few squirts of FAVOR a British 
household polish which comes in 
a medium size Aerosol — this is 
remarkable polish as one simply 
wipes it over after application and 
one has a really superb glass like 
surface gloss. 

For the exterior of the car we 
only used sufficient polish to obtain 
a sufficiently thick ‘glaze’ so as to 
prevent any finger marks appearing 
on the body parts etc during 
assembly etc. Later, after apply- 
ing the very excellent decals one 
may give your own ‘painted’ finish 
similar treatment—using Ultra 
Brite or similar toothpaste to cut

down on ones own sprayed fi 
Then, after applying decals, give 
the complete model several more 
‘coats’, polishing between each, 
with FAVOR. Provided due care 
is taken when applying the Hum- 
brol colours from their respective 
Aerosols, a really super show-room 
finish can be obtained by the 
methods described. 

The assembly of th 
starts on page 4 of the ii 
booklet- commencing with the 
assembly and cementing of the 
top and bottom ‘halves’ of the 
front of the car. Care must be 
taken to sand down the join-line 
between the two halves. When 
mbled and painted any light 
will reflect exactly along the join- 
line thereby showing up the sligh- 
test blemish or scars. After this, 
assemble the front airfoils (wings) 
and at this point we commence 
our slight modification to the kit. 














If one wishes, the nose cowling 
can be held in place with three 
screws — provided in the kit—.But 
the screws on the top ‘half’ of the 
cowling are very obviously not 
relevant to the full-size car; thus 
we decided that we would fill the 
prepared holes at the rear of Part 
No. B2 (cowling top) and smooth 
this down to make a continuous 
‘solid’ fairing at the joint line be- 
tween the forward cowling and the 
main body work, In fact we found 
that by fixing the metal ‘lug’ to 
Part No. D26 this was sufficient 
to hold the cowling piece in place 
without the need for the upper 
screws which we had removed. 











When the front cowling is 
cemented together and smoothed 
down to one’s satisfaction it 
necessary to fill the small rect- 
angular depression (for the Ferrari 
nameplate) moulded into the top 
of the front cowl. This is not cor- 
rect and should be filled; the lower 
edge of the White circle onto 
which the car number is printed 
covers this area anyway and the 
decal of the Ferrari nameplate is 
applied direct to the front lower 
edge of the White nose ‘disc’, 

The assembly of the oil tanks 
comes next, —these are plated in a 
representation of an alloy-finish; 
but as one has to trim the join 
lines between the various com- 
ponent parts of the cooling units 
this removes the plating leaving an 
unsightly scar. We overcame this 
by applying a non-tarnishing Wax- 
Gilt Treasure Silver by Windsor 
Newton similar to the better known 
American Rub ’n’ Buff paste. Any 
of the good artist requisite shops 
should be able to supply a similar 
material and although it may seem 
to be somewhat expensive it is in 
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fact cheap, as a little goes a very 
long way. Provided one uses care in 
application and final polishing with 
a soft cloth, one can obtain a most 
reali metal finish, (But do 
experiment with any type of buf- 
fing paste on scrap plastic before 
trying it on the modal 

The assembly of the rear ‘wings’ 
or airfoils is best done by cement- 
ing the end plates onto G6 and G7, 
then cement these onto the cen- 
tral pillar Part B3. Leave for 
several hours to dry and then v 
ci snap-fit the smaller ‘win, 
G2 and G8, these can be 
ightly to enable one to 
squeeze them between the central 
pillar and the end plates on each 
wing. The small holes into which 
locating lugs on these parts (G2/ 
G8) should be filled on the our- 
side of the endplates, Plasticine is 
quite sufficient and this is then 
painted Red to match the colour. 

Don't forget to scrape away any 
and all paint from the ends of 
component parts that butt together 
prior to being cemented as a final 
assembly we mention _ this 
specifically as the rear airfoil 
assembly is true to scale and thus 
‘ather fragile—patience on this 
stage of assembly is well rewarded. 

The assembly of section 5 is 
carried out as illustrated on the 
kit instructions but don’t forget to 
fit the small metal ‘L’ shaped lug. 
Those which should have been lo- 
cated on to Part C2 (the rearmost 
of the forward body-bulkheads) are 
omitted. It is not necessary to fit 
these parts provided that one re- 
peatedly checks the fit of the a 
sembled front cowling (Parts B1/ 
B2). 
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Stage 7 covers the assembly of 
the shock absorbers —these | are 
moulded in Black but being of the 
Koni type they could be painted 
Red—(Parts D45/D46 etc). The 
Parts H20/H21, remain 1. 

Stage 9 concerns the fitting of 
the ‘Spark Plug’ mouldings — these 
are beautifully done but we found 
it almost impossible to ‘persuade’ 
the plas ‘wire’ representing the 
ignition leads to remain cemented

Stage 10 covers the assembly of 
the main engine components but 
omit the ‘air trumpets’ (H11) until 
after the engine is placed into the 
completed car, The main reason 
for each of the ‘Trumpets’ is that 
they are too long for accuracy — 
each must be shortened at the 
bottom end by fin. after which 
they are cemented into the locating 
holes provided on Parts E9 and 
its opposite number, This will also 
ensure that these Trumpets clear 
the upper of the rear suspension 
‘arms’—if they are nor cut down 
in size then the whole rear suspen- 
thrown out of alignment 
very inaccurate and untidy 
‘bow’ will appear in Parts H7 and 
H8—which is not correct. (The 
photographs of the completed 
model on page 11 of the kit instruc 
tions show how these untrimmed 
trumpets have pushed against the 
upper rear suspension arm and 
brought about the unwanted cur- 
vature as described here!) 


Stages 11/12/13 concern the 
remainder of the engine parts 
including the application of 
the ignition wiring and also 
the fuel-lines. There are ta 
indicating the required lengths 
to which the black (ignition) 
and cl (fuel) lin have to 
be cut; however, for the sake 
of tidyness we fitted all the 
ignition wires in place onto Part 
D10 and then by taking the longest 
first started to trim these down so 
that they pull taut between the 
t D10 and the ‘holes’ where the 
spark plugs should have been. All 
wiring on these Ferrari’s was very 
taut and not sagging as could 
occur if one did not check the 
relevant length/fit of each wire. 

Fuel lines are of course clear 
plastic so that mechanics can, at a

glance, tell whether, say, engine 
cutting out etc is caused by a fuel 
line blockage. Racing fuel is a 
straw-coloured liquid and on our 
model we inserted light coloured 
thread pulled through the clear 
plastic tubes and when these are 
finally in place on the model the 
thread looks most realistic as 
‘liquid fuel’ as would be seen on 
the full-size car. 

One small suggestion here, Stage 
13 shows the location of the Fuel 
Injection unit. (Part D9 to D16 
etc,). To ensure a really firm fit of 
this assembly, cut away the small 
‘nut’ moulded on the top rear right 
hand corner of Part E19. which- 
just-prevents the Fuel Injection unit 
from butting smoothly against E19. 

Stage 14 covers the assembly of 
the exhaust pipe: tricky process 
‘on any model car and the Ferrari 
is no exception. All we can advise 
here is that one checks and checks 
again every stage of assembly of 
the pipes; trim all excess mould- 
lines etc away and study the photo- 
graphs on Page 7 of the booklet 
to see what rake or angle is re- 
quired for cach exhaust pipe. The 
exhausts are painted mart White. 
(Heat dissipating paint on the full 
size car). 

Stage 16 covers the fitting of the 
bulkhead E13 into the ‘bathtub’ 
‘cockpit’ area moulding (Part E13 
into Part D52/60). However do 
not be misled by the small 
assembly drawing at this point, 
Part number D34 the instrument 
panel facia must not be assembled 
before the ‘bathtub’ unit and 
bulkhead are fitted into the 
main bodywork—or you will find 
that the body top, (into which 
DS2 assembly and the underpan are 
assembled) will not join satisfac 
torily. The join between the under- 
pan and the body-proper is another 
assembly stage that must be treated 
h care and caution to ensure 
ine between

nents is a smooth one. 

Moving to Stage 21/22, it must 
be noted that the Brake Cables to 
the front wheel disc brakes do not 
locate through the lower slot in 
the side of the forward bodywork 
(as drawn on the instructions) but 
they should be located to protrude 
through the top orifice under the 
suspension arms (see kit box-art 
for reference) insert the ‘cable’ 
under the centre of Part H6/MS5 
front suspension arms. The inboard 
ends can be cemented onto the two 
small lugs, one each side protrud- 
ing forward from Part C2. 

Stages 22 and 23 are followed 
as per the instruction sheet but at 
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Tamiya fame for 
fine detail is well

Stage 24 considerable reworking 
Was necessary to ensure an accu- 
rate located fit of Part BI1. 

BI is rounded streamline 
‘cover’ hiding the front suspension 
d —as on the full-size cars— 
is designed to be detachable. 

Firstly it is necessary to cut 
away the small locating lug at the 
rear of this part (that is the 
straight edge which butts against 
the front top edge of the main 
bodywork). By removing this lug 
you will find that Part B11 ys 
flat and level against the top edge 
of the bulkhead and also with the 
bodywork. Next examine Part E14 
and note a small ular hole at 
the bottom, front, end of this part 
which seemingly’ had no direct 
purpose. However it is actually 
intended as a locating point for the 
front pointed end of B11 and one 
must make a_ small 
round scrap plastic which will fit 
inside the hole in Part E14—ensure 
that prior to fitting the home made 
locating lug that the lower front 
edge of BI1 lies flush with El4— 
if necessary chamfer the lower 
edge of BII to obtain this effect. 
Complete this part of the assembly 
by cementing the air-intake BS 
onto Part B11; but it is essential to 
ensure that Parts El4 and BII are 
a good fit and that these com- 
ponents align properly. If this is 
not done you will find it almost 
impossible to get the front cowl/ 
radiator and other details to locate 
snugly. When assembled correctly 
and viewed from the side B11 
should continue as a_ gentle 
smooth curvature from the front 
edge of the main bodywork and 
the forward cowling should lay 
flat on each rearmost projection 
aligning with the tapered fairings 
at the rear of the suspension arms. 

The radiator is somewhat 
difficult to fit, as the two rubber 















































‘water hoses’ at the bottom of the 
radiator shell tend to push the 
radiator assembly out of alignment 
=the only way to overcome this 
(unless one simply omits the water- 
h Is— which could be done 
if it is decided to cement the front 
cowling in place ) is to apply ce- 
ment to the radiator and simply 
hold these parts together until they 
are dry! 

Moving next to Stage 27 (Rear 
Upright Construction) and m= 
bly of same to the engine unit we 
again align the part No. H8 and 
the assembly of the rear uprights 
(left and right hands) in a dry run. 
Remember we have not yet applied 
the ‘trumpets’ to the engine —this 
is done only after the rear up- 
rights are finally cemented in place 
to ensure that the Trumpets do 
not foul the suspension arms. 

Finally, at Stage 29 Engine 
Installation, care must be taken 
when endeavouring to align the 
rear suspension (Parts HI7 and 
their assemblies) to the rear of the 
engine and similarly care must 
also be noted when assembling the 
engine/suspension to the rear of 
the car, note that the ignition and 
other wiring at the front of the 
engine must be pushed clear of 
the two locating pins which slot 
into prepared holes in the bulkhead 
on the rear of the car bodywork. 

The painting of the model is 
fully described in the instructions 
=though again we remind the 
modeller that the Koni Shock Ab- 
sorbers could be painted Red and 
not leave them Black as moulded. 

‘The Cockpit Pan DS2 is painted 
matt Black on the inside and when 
this is dried, apply this to the 
undersides of the body of the car— 
you will find that some area of the 
insides of the body moulding

motorcycle combination 
of World War Il 


A machine designed for Russia but 
which first felt the sting of combat 
under the sun of Cyrenaica 


Photographs of BMWs in action from the

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IT ALL BEGAN with my uncover- 
ing an interesting array of photo- 
graphs amongst the pages of a 
French automotive publication. 


I'd been casting a lazy eye 
around for an interesting and m 
tarily significant _ motorcycle, 
either solo or combination, as a 
suitable follow-up to my well re- 
ceived model of the Vickers/ 
Clyno, W.W.1 machine gun 
carrying combination and which 
brought me a Bronze Medal in 
the last Model Engineer Exhi- 
bition. This had been my. last 
challenging project (Military 
Modelling, March 1971) and my 
appetite was whetted for more 
of the same. 

Still holding to my concept 
that the plastic kit manufacturers 
are missing out on a good thing 
by not, as yet, producing one or 
even a series of these rugged 
battle bikes to a scale in keeping 
with the wide range of other ex- 
cellent wartime vehicle models, 
particularly tanks, | felt that a 
further motorcycle miniature 
might encourage fellow modellers 
to have a try at D.I.Y. Indeed it 
has been rumoured that one of 
the enterprising Italian com- 
panies has a series of combina- 
tions on the stocks but of which 
nothing is known for certain. 


Cavalier Miniatures of America 
are to be congratulated for turn- 
ing out a quite superb model of 
the B.M.W., cast in metal, which 
is available solo or with sidecar. 
! am convinced though that this 
delightful little replica is too small 
in relation to the 54mm scale of 
the manufacturer's figures. This 
is most unfortunate because | re- 
gard the venture as a bold step 
in the right direction. 

Aside from current enthusiast 
magazines and books which deal 
with civilian, veteran, vintage and 
contemporary motorcycles, there 
is precious little to be found in 
general publications about the 
subject whatever. So you will 
understand my glow of appreci- 
ation when while thumbing 
through the French journal, | 
came across this tremendous 
spread of an actual, Second 
World War, motorcycle classic: 
the beefy, Type R75, B.M.W. 
combination.

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The B.M.W. Type R75 was 
originally designed expressly for 
use in the proposed campaign 
against Russia planned for the 
Spring of 1941. However, as the 
fates would have it, things didn’t 
work out as Hitler's General Staff 
had envisioned, The invasion of 
Russia was to have taken place 
on the heels of a pulverising vic- 
tory over the Allied Forces in 
Africa and this essential defeat, 
being left largely to the Italian 
armies, wasn't materializing. Thus 
it was that a quickly mobilized 
expeditionary corps under the 
command of Rommel was 
shipped out to ‘assist’ in the 
African fighting. The Afrika Korps 
was in part equipped with mater- 
ial intended for use on the forth- 
coming Russian Front and there- 
fore resulted in the B.M.W. ‘Rus- 
sian’ motorcycle getting its first 
taste of combat in the quite re- 

verse climes of Cyrenaica. 
Brilliant General that Rommel 
was, he deployed his motorcycle 
units well and to their maximum 
by organising them into autoni- 
mous, ‘free corps’ elements. In 
this form they would infiltrate the 
enemy lines, by way of and 
through terrain heretofore con- 
sidered impassable, to attack 
munitions dumps, lines of com- 
munication and create whatever 
havoc they could to disorganise 
and demoralise. They would make 
their foray, inflict damage and 
disappear as fast as they'd ap- 
peared, It is said that one of 
these patrols, imbued with no 
small measure of impertinence, 
stopped to take a cooling dip in 
the Suez Canal, (Ooh Bill, that's 
stretching it!—Ed.) And in so do- 
ing, brought panic to Alexandria. 
From the first of September, 
1939, with their attack upon 
Poland, the German land forces 
made optimum use of the motor- 
cycle. They were strongly evi- 
dent when, on the tenth of May 
1940 the Nazi armies swept 
across the border and penetrated 
France. From the onset of the 
Second World War and through- 
out the initial period culminating 
in the overthrow of France, the 
motorcycles used were deriva- 
tives of civilian machines and 
Welt: mainly, B.M.W. R12s. In

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point of fact these motorcycles 
continued to be use as solo, dis- 
patch riders mounts after the 
introduction of the ‘Russian’ 
B.M.W. and Zundapp ‘heavies’, 
In the light of the contribution 
made by motorcycle units in the 
campaigns so far and in consider- 
ation of their obvious advantages 
by way of manoeuvreability, 
speed, economy of fuel consump- 
tion and very long cruising range, 
it was decided to put into pro- 
duction a machine of specific 
military design which would be 
robust, reliable and able to tra- 
verse almost any sort of terrain 
it came up against, Thus it was 
that B.M.W. designed and manu- 
factured the sturdy, Type R75 
combination. Based on the same 
pattern there was also produced 
the Zundapp KS750. Both mach- 
ines hauled a strictly functional 
sidecar which was capable of 
mounting a machine-gun and/or 
carrying a mortar. A drive gear 
housing was mounted on the 
right hand side of the motor- 
cycle’s rear wheel which was 
coupled to a drive shaft across 
to the sidecar wheel for addi- 
tional tractive power, Within the 
drive housing was also located 
the differential mechanism which 
could be ‘locked off’ to prevent 
slippage of either of the rear road 
wheels on ice, snow, mud, or 
when going through water, To all 
outward appearances the side- 
cars were identical except that 
the B.M.W.’s was suspended on 
leaf springs either side and the 
Zundapp's on torsion bars. The 
R75 proceeded on four forward 
gears and one reverse under nor- 
mal conditions. However, there 
was also incorporated an addi- 
tional super gear reducing as- 





sembly which, when cut-in, pro- 
duced as many as eight forward 
speeds and two reverse! 

That the machine was rugged 
is evidenced by the fact that it 
easily carried three men with all 
their equipment and armaments. 
With the motorcycle alone weigh- 
ing-in at a hefty 660 Ib. it is 
understandable why they were 
seldom ever ridden as _ solo 
machines. The problem of having 
to balance that weight of hard- 
ware while trying to kick-start it 
would prove a challenge to a lot 
of the beefiest of men. Nonethe- 
less there were any number of 
machines used by the German 
forces, including the NSU. Addi- 
tionally there were impressed 
and captured machines put to 
good use, Among these of course 
were many British bikes aband- 
oned at the time of Dunkirk and 
doubtless many a German dis- 
patch rider thereafter, threw his 
leg over the saddle of, say, a 
Triumph B350. 

Invariably the motorcycle com- 
bination’s colour was dictated by 
the branch of service utilising it. 
For example in the case of the 
army it would, in all probability, 
be in either field grey or khaki or, 
khaki with green splotches. In 
the desert with the Afrika Korps 
it was painted in Desert Yellow 
(Humbrol, Military Vehicles, 
HM2), It should be kept in mind 
though that many of these mach- 
ines, having been intended for 
use in Russia, could well have 
been shipped out and used in 
straight khaki or even field grey. 
However, it's a pretty fair bet to 
assume that in the latter case it 
would have been changed to 
meet the sand factor. The Luft- 
waffe probably kept it in field 
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grey livery or, perhaps, adorned 
it with their particular shade of 
blue, Don Skinner, no mean mili- 
tary modeller and painter in his 
own right, a thorough student of 
A.F.V.s, tells me that the Ger- 
mans would paint their vehicles 
to match the particular topo- 
graphy wherin they were to be 
found and, as a fer’ instance, 
would use whitewash on their 
tanks, trucks and so forth, in 
snow conditions, He hazards the 
guess that the same principle 
would be applied to any mo'bikes 
about. 

To wind-up this rundown on 
the actual machine it might be 
of interest to describe the bike's 
driving operation. All forward 


speeds were controlled either by 
hand, through a shift lever on the 
tight side of the petrol tank, or 
by foot: since the hand shift was 
linked to the foot selector pedal 
located on the left of the mach- 
ine just ahead, naturally, of the 
foot rest. In tough going, with 
the sidecar wheel linkage. help- 
ing, the following method was 
employed by the operator. Twist 
grip in the right hand, the clutch 
lever on the handle-bars oper- 
ated by the left, positive braking 
effected by a pedal at the right 
foot and foot change manipu- 
lated by the left, brought about 
by means of almost unstoppable 
progress be it through snow, 
mud, over ice or loose gravel or

sand, up steep, challenging 
grades or wheel hub deep water. 
And if for any reason at all it 
was utterly impossible to pro- 
ceed, then the combination would 
swing round to the right in a 
radius of just under six feet, a 
distance little wider than the 
assembly itself. 


THE MODEL 


Probably one of the most dis- 
couraging things about contem- 
plating the building of a motor- 
cycle of any kind is the fabrica- 
tion of good, in-scale appearing 
wire wheels. But this is some- 
thing which need no longer daunt 
you if you're patient and devoted 
to your hobby, because the prob- 
lem was surmounted in a not- 
too-long past edition of this 
magazine (Scale Models, Decem- 
ber 1970). \f you haven’t got the 
copy, then | suggest you beg, 
borrow or steal it from some- 
where because you could find it 
invaluable for this or some other 
vehicular project. 

The French publication which 
inspired my setting about making 
the model, carried a full page, 
side-on photograph which was, 
you might say, my starting point 
because it was from this that | 
drew-up a basic working sketch 
to the scale of 1/30th so that it 
would be compatable with any 
Historex figures, converted to fit 
into a diorama idea meandering 
around the confines of my skull. 
| established the necessary wheel 
base, frame configuration and 
roughed-in ‘anchor’ details of the 
engine from the picture, sufficient 
to get me started. Perhaps | 
shouldn't reveal this but | tend 
to be something of an eyeball 
engineer on modelling occasions 
such as this and use relative pro- 
portions as | go along 

1 began by building up the 
engine, using as a detail reference 
the excellent reproductions of 
factory line drawings included 
amongst the book illustrations. 
What developed as the horizont- 
ally opposed cylinders, either 
side of the block, began life as

four pots on the replica Le Rhone 
of the Revell Sopwith Camel, 
1/28th scale kit: an item which 
{dredged up from my bits box. 
Severing four of the cylinders 
from the central crank housing, 
| trimmed off the moulded rock- 
ers and rounded the top of each. 
Following this | sanded down one 
side of them to remove about 
one third of ‘their width, brought 
two flattened sides together and 
cemented them for two cylinder 
units which | then, after trim- 
ming their length, affixed to either 
side of the block and added the 
push rods and additional ‘dress- 
ing’. | must apologize for my 
brevity concerning the engine but 
| think it will be appreciated by 
the reader that to enter into full 
detail on it would take up a con- 
siderable amount of space. How- 
ever, much of this important as- 
pect of the model can be quite 
clearly distinguished in the ac- 
companying photographs. 

| was fortunate in bringing out 
of my bits box some suitable 
gauge plastic rod which served 
ideally for the frame. To fabricate 
this, so that it would be exact on 
both sides, | cut from 1/8th ply 
a former to the area within the 
frame, then lightly heated and 
bent the rod to the shape to ex- 
tend from the front sloping bar, 
under the engine location and to 
the rear, including the 'V’ con-

figuration of the rear forks. Com- 
pleting these, | married them to 
the engine and strengthened the 
assembly by adding the sump 
protection plate to the bottom, 
from side to side. The whole was 
further strengthened by the addi- 
tion of the fuel tank which I'd 
previously moulded. It might be 
a good time here to mention the 
various parts which | moulded 
in polystyrene card of .030 in. (30 
thou.) gauge. These were the 
petrol tank, all three mudguards, 
the headlamp, saddles and part 
of the sidecar. 

For the tank, headlamp and 
saddles | used the male/female 
process, while for mudguards and 
the sidecar | used the ‘stretch’ 
method of moulding. The  tear- 
drop type tank was first shaped 
in Perspex and then precisely 
halved down the centre from 
front to back using a fine, sharp 


































X-acto saw. The flat, innersides 
of the two halves were then 
cemented to two short lengths 
of Perspex rod and pressed 
through .030 in. card pinned to 
the female half of the mould. Two 
satisfactory tank halves resulted 
and were duly trimmed of excess 
material and cemented together 
for a complete, hollow tank, Seam 
lines were eliminated with a 
build-up of slightly thickened 
matt white paint and gently 
sanded down with flour paper. | 
next added the filler cap and 
choke cover to complete the 
piece. For the headlamp | shaped 
wood dowel for both the body 
and the rim and reproduced them 
by the male/female method. Simi- 
larly | cut the saddle shape in

the end of a piece of dowel and 
produced two: one for the driver 
and one for the pillion rider. 
What | call the ‘stretch’ method 
of moulding is seen in the ac- 
companying photograph. A suit- 
ably wide strip of .040 in. card 
is held firmly at either end in the 
jaws of pliers and subjected to 
heat until it becomes floppy. It 
is then quickly taken from the 
heat source and pulled down 
over a former of wood or some 
other material — | used Perspex — 
previously shaped as the re- 
quired mudguard. Importantly a 
centre point is marked on the 
former relating to the curve of 
the mudguard and drilled through. 
This is used, following mould- 
ing, to cut the edge of the guard

to the exact same depth either 
side by putting one point of a 
pair of dividers in the centre hole 
and scribing around with the 
other. Kept on the former, the 
mudguard is trimmed for length 
and finished with fine paper. In- 
cidentally | should mention that 
all three mudguards of the com- 
bination are different. Sectionally 
the front one of the motorcycle 
is of a shallow curve over the 
top with deep walls, while the 
rear one is quite rounded, again 
into deep sides. The sidecar has 
no outer wall, appearing like a 
bicycle mudguard, but it does 
have a deep skirt on the inside, 
doubtless to protect the pas- 
senger and equipment from mud 
and water splashing. 


This may come as a surprise; 
but | shaped the front forks by 
inserting stout, round lengths of 
sprue into a wall-mounted pencil 
sharpener which produced the 
necessary tapered shape which 
they have. However, before do- 
ing this, | drilled out the centres 
of the sprue at one end to take 
a smaller gauge of rod extending 
down to the wheel hub. | found 
that the spindle of the front 
wheel emerged from the hub 
either side and joined with the 
end of the forks, not immediately 
beneath but on the front side of 
them. To effect this, | took a 
piece of steel wire of the same 
gauge as the Slaters plastic rod 
| intended to use for the spindle 
and wrapped around it, in a tight 
spiral, a length of .020 in. rod and

steamed it. Removing the coil 
from the wire | cut off two little 
rings and gingerly, from the cir- 
cumference, cut off one side. 
These were carefully cemented to 
the fork ends and, when dry, 
allowed the spindle to snugly fit 
home. 


The front forks are attached 
to the frame steering tube by two 
triangular, flat pieces, with the 
swivelling point just’ inside of 
their apex and to the rear. These, 
in turn, act as separators of either 
fork occupying, roughly, the top 

uarter of their length. Between 
these, obviously, runs the steer- 
ing tube, To make the bike ‘steer’ 
I drilled the pivot point through 
both triangular plates and like- 
wise through the rod | intended 
using for the frame tube. | rolled 
back with heat one end of a 
short spigot of Slaters rod and 
fed it up, through the lower plate, 
through the tube and out through 
the top plate. Then, very carefully 
indeed, | applied heat to the 
short, protruding end to roll it 
back and lock the assembly. This 
completed | simply sanded the 
rounded ends off the rod until 
they were almost flat. By the 
way, | did the sanding with a 
cosmetic emery board — some- 
thing which no model maker 
should be without. 


Having finished all the basic 
work in the construction of the 
motorcycle frame, engine and 
forks, | turned my attention to 
the provision of four wire spoked 
wheels. Firstly | needed the 
necessary number of good, beefy 
looking tyres and, of course, to 
satisfactory scale, These turned 
up from an Airfix 1/32nd Bentley 
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car kit and were of the slab, 
moulded on spoke variety which 
immediately necessitated my 
drilling out the entire hub rim, 
and spoke, areas which left me 
with only the tyres. This opera- 
tion was accomplished with the 
aid of an electric drill in a verti- 
cal stand, using a 5/8th Slikbit — 
available in assorted sizes from 
most tool shops. After drilling 
out | rounded off the sharp edge 
left by the drill so that the tyres 
would appear to roll into the rims 
which I'd be making and fitting. 
All four wheels, three on the road 
and one up for spare, presented 
a little more problem than those 
I'd made for the Clyno, which 
were, as previously mentioned, 
described fully in Scale Models, 
December 1970. The B.M.W. 
wheels carry hefty brake drums 
which occupy half the inner 
dimension of the rims and called 
for a slightly different approach. 
1 cut from .030 in. plastic card 
the necessary number of strips 
for the rims, marked off the spoke 
locations — 40 for each — steamed 
and fitted them snugly into the

tyres and cemented them. Hubs 
and brake drums were assembled 
and a jig was quickly made in 
wood. | placed the rim and tyre 
in the jig and dropped the hub/ 
brake drum unit over the centre 
spindle, brake drum end down. 

sing short lengths of Slaters 
very fine (.005 in. | think) rod | 
laid in all the spokes on the one 
side and allowed a short time for 
drying. Delicately | removed the 
centre spindle, turned the wheel 
over and set about inserting only 
half length spokes. This | did by 
doubling back for a 'V' shape, a 
regular spoke length. With, fine 
tweezers | inserted these one by 
one, ends into. two rim holes and 
the apex, about centre, against 
the circumference side of the 
drum, With all four wheels com- 
pletely spoked it is to be dis- 
covered that they are of very 
sturdy construction and capable 
of taking almost any reasonable 
weight. Two wheels were then 
coupled with the rest of the 
motorcycle assembly using plas- 
tic rod spindles—5/16th in. length, 
as | remember~—through one fork 


ps fon 
oe 
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hole, through the hub and into 
the other fork hole, aligned and 
cemented. 

Progressively | added the mud- 
guards with their fixtures to the 
forks as on the original, the ex- 
haust pipes out of the cylinders 
and into the silencer, mounted 
crosswise at the front of the 
frame, spark plugs and con- 
nections and brake cables, rear 
mudguard mounting for the pil- 
lion saddle and the sidecar wheel 
drive and differential housing to 
the right side of the rear wheel 
with the connections to the 
engine. The ‘leather’ panniers, 
which are suspended from the 
rear seat mount to either side of 
the wheel, were made up from 
blocks of laminated .060 in. plas- 
tic card, cut to size and modelled 
with creases, etc., using the point 
of a craft knife. Flaps were 
added with .010 in. card and 
buckles were courtesy of His- 
torex. The saddles and handle 
bars | didn’t attach yet because 
of their vulnerability. during the 
course of the work which yet re- 
mained to be done. 

The sidecar or ‘Beiwagen’ as it 
is known in German was the 
next thing to which | turned my 
attention. The construction for 
this partly involved the fore- 
mentioned ‘stretch moulding’ 
technique. | began by cutting the 
overall form in a block of balsa 
and eventually placed this, nose 
uppermost, in a vice and pulled 
down over it a piece of heated 
.030 in. plastic card. My reason 
for doing this was because the 
top area of the chair, ahead of 
the cockpit, is mildly eliptical 
and flattens out as it curves 
down and around the nose. The

sides and back, being mainly 
flat, were cut to shape separately 
and all the parts cemented to- 
gether for the complete, basic 
shell. For the rolled edge around 
the cockpit | used Slaters .040 in. 
rod and for the boot top | laid on 
a square of .010 in. card, using 
the same for the metal straps, 
one either side, which extend 
from the lid hinges down and 
around, underneath. These, be- 
fore cementing to the sidecar 
body, were impressed on the re- 
verse side with a dull pointed 
instrument for the effect of rivet 
heads. 

It was at this stage that | 
found myself beginning to 
flounder because none of my 
photographic reference clearly 
indicated the means of the side- 
car springing and the method of 
its attachment to the motorcycle, 
a state of affairs that | found ex- 
tremely disturbing. So the next 
requirement was to find out ex- 
actly what went on between 
Beiwagen and bike. Fortunately | 
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was aware of a company which 
rents all manner of military equip- 
ment for motion pictures and 
television and who have on their 
inventory, nary one but two, 
B.M.W. R75 combinations. A call 
to their offices brought a most 
courteous response and a visit to 
one of their storage depots was 
arranged. In a well-worn ware- 
house-cum-garage, flanked by 
Kubel and Schwimmwagens, vari- 
ous old cannon, German Mer- 
cedes’ staff cars, jeeps, armoured 
scout cars and halftracks, plus — 
would you believe? — a Ketten- 
rad motorcycle tractor, were 
the two machines I'd come to 
scrutinize. What a break it was 
to be able to study closely the 
vehicle that | was reproducing in 
miniature and what a bit of a 
shock to discover that my con- 
cept of the sidecar was a bit off. 
1 was pretty much spot-on with 
the motorcycle on the strength 
‘of photographs but not quite so 
with the Beiwagen. The suspen- 
sion was quite different to what 
I'd believed it to be and there 
were a number of bibs and bobs 
about it that would give interest- 
ing detail to the model. For ex- 
ample, the duckboards on the 
floor and the manner in which 
the pannier boxes were attached 
to the front. All interesting stuff! 
Clicking away with my camera 
and soaking up as much detail 
as possible, | came to the end 
of my study and, in due time, re- 
turned to the workbench where 
| promptly proceeded to dis- 
mantle the work I'd done on the 
sidecar under uncertain circum- 
stances. Now | know the as- 
sembly to be correct and, as a 
result of it, a much more authen- 
tic model has been produced. A 
number of pictures which | took 
around the machines are printed 
with this article and which | hope 


Film Review 


CONTRARY to several newspaper 
reviews, from a historical point of 
view, we find that United Artists’ 
new film release, THE RED 
BARON (125 minutes) is totally 
mixed up. 


Had the film been released un- 
der a different title, with fictitious 
characters, it would’ have appeared 
credible, but Roger Corman, the 
director, has obviously not referred 
to any accurate sources for his 
film. The pilots are all there, Richt- 
hofen, Manfred and Lothar, Voss 
Goering, Wolff, etc., and on the 
Allied side, Hawker, Brown and 
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will prove helpful to point up de- 
tails of construction should any 
reader wish to have a bash at a 
similar model. An interesting feat- 
ure of these photographs is that 
which would appear to be a sort 
of helmet on the tank of one of 
the machines.

In winding-up this article I'd 
like to mention a couple of 
things which might prove of 
value. Although probably hard to 
distinguish in the photographs, 
nuts and bolt ends are affixed at 
various points of the assembly 
as they were to be found on the 
real machine. To effect this | 
shaved from various A.F.V. bits 
and pieces | have in my posses- 
sion, the moulded nuts and bolts 
to be seen on these parts and, 
with the point of the craft knife, 
transferred them to the m/c com- 
bination. The result, | think you 
might agree, is very satisfying. 
| used stretched sprue for brake 
cables, wiring and so forth and, 
when I'd formed the handlebars 
slightly longer than they should 
have been, | cut off a little more 
than the actual ‘grip’ area. Hold- 
ing the grips in the points of 
tweezers at the correct length, 
| applied heat and rolled back the 
extra amount of rod, | flattened 
by sanding the resulting ‘button’ 
and reattached them to the ends 
‘of the handlebars where I'd pre- 
viously cut, and lined them up 
for the cement to harden. For a 
glass translucency in the red tail 
light and reflectors, | went over 
clear sprue with a red felt pen.

Painting was simple in that | 
used straightforward Humbrol 
matt khaki and applied it as | 
went along so that the finish 
would benefit from grubbying- We 
with my constant handling. A 
ditionally | watered down black 
drawing ink and washed it on 
and wiped it off for a grime 
effect. | also took up powdered 
tempera paint on a brush and 
blew it on to the machine for a 
patchy dust effect. | adhere to 
the idea that a model is a tiny 
replica of a working vehicle and 
should therefore appear as 
equally used. Saddles were black 
but | painted them brown to be- 
gin with, with Humbrol Track 
Colour then, when dry, went over 
them with black drawing ink for 
a nice leathery sheen with a little 
brown peeking through at points 
of wear, For the number plates | 
used Blick Dry Print of suitable 
size and, being army, carry the 
prefix WH followed by five or 
six numbers. Others were WL 
for Luftwaffe and POL for Police. 
The front mudguard and rear of 
the sidecar carry the motorcycle 
unit emblem of the circle with a 
cross inside, one arm of which 
exceeds the circle and is crossed 
at the end or has a_ pennant 
shape on one side. Along with 
this invariably went the tactical 
and/or unit devices and of which 
there are so many you'll have to 
refer to other sources. But colour- 
ful they were and your time 
would not be wasted.

| STREET, HEMEL HEMPSTEAD, HERTS. 
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THE EARLIEST fire engines orig- 
inated in England three hundred 
years ago. The first one known in 
the U.S.A. was an English Wooden 
Hand Pump, which arrived in 
Boston in 1679, A hundred years 
later the fire pumps in use in the 
U.S.A. were still mostly imported 
from Europe. In 1834, however, 
two brothers, Lysander ‘and Theo- 
dore Button formed the L. Button 
Fire Engine Company at Water- 
ford, New York, to manufacture 
hand fire pumps. The Button 
brothers started building steam- 
powered fire engines in 1862, al- 
though the first American-built 
steamers were built by Moses 
Latta in 1853 (The A. M. and E. 
Latta Company was sold to Lane 
and Bodley in 1863 and _trans- 
ferred to the Ahrens Manufactur- 
ing Company three years later). 
1891 saw the forming of the 
American Fire Engine Co., joining 
the Button and Ahrens companies 
together with two others (Silsby 
and Clapp & Jones). 

Another pair of brothers also 
took up fire engine building, Asa. 
W. and Truckson §. La France, 
whose company La France Manu- 
facturing Co., was formed in 1872 
at Elmira, New York. The La 
France brothers’ first steam engine 
was built in 1873 and sold to the 
City of Elmira. In 1882 the company 
made an arrangement with Daniel 
D. Hayes to manufacture his 85 ft. 
extension ladder design, at 
that time was considered a wonder- 
ful machine, the longest ladders 
in use prior to this being 50-60 ft. 
units. A new way of fighting fires, 
the ‘Chemical’ apparatus was intro- 
duced in 1894, 

A large merger took place in 
1900 between the American Fire 
Engine Co. and eight other fire 
equipment manufacturers, includ- 
ing the La France Fire Engine Co., 
to form the International Fire 
Engine Co. This huge organisation 
was now manufacturing hook and 
Jadder trucks, aerial ladder trucks, 
chemical and steam fire-fighting 
engines, hose-carrying vehicles, 
fire extinguishers, etc. In 1904 the 
company name was changed to 
The American La France Fire 
Engine Co. and all operations 
gradually concentrated at the La 
France Headquarters, Elmira, New 
York, from where the Company 
still operates.

s the first of a range of 
fire-fighting apparatus kits to be 
introduced by A.M.T. in a stand- 
ardised 1/25th scale, which  in- 
cludes a Custom Pumper, Aero 
Chief, Chevrolet Rescue Van and 
Chevrolet Fire Chief’s Car.

stabilising jacks. The pivots of the

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The aerial ladder is a three- 
section extending unit, which 
operates very smoothly and can be 
easily arranged to operate by 
‘Cables’.

How to improve upon the basic AIRFIX kit model of the 
Whirlwind Fighter-Bomber, as in Profile No. 191, drawn by 
James Goulding, now told by Walt Hoffman, IPMS (USA) 








BEFORE ASSEMBLY of the Airfix kit, all the 
raised detail, such as wing panel lines should be 
nded off, as the aircraft had an overall smooth 
finish. Details such as aileron trim tabs and landing 
detail are not precisely to the correct size or 
shape and should be altered, Aileron, elevator and 
rudder lines are scribed into the plastic with the 
point of an Xacto knife using a straight edge as a 
guide. Take care that upper and lower lines meet 
at the trailing or leading edge of the surface. Wing 
laps, leading edge slats, aileron, elevator and rudder 
trim tabs can be scribed using the same method, 

Fuselage halves, ee and tail surfaces are assem- 
bled and joined together. The wing centre section 
leading edge, forming the upper and lower portions 
of the leading edge radiator housings is cut back to 
the face of the radiators and removed. These are 
replaced with plastic card with a larger chord to 
form a straight line plan view of the wing leading 
edge and deepen the radiator housings. Sheet plastic 
wing trailing edge to fuselage fillets are shaped and 
then faired to conform to the airfoil section of the 
wing. Excess plastic is removed from the fuselage 
wing stubs, All cracks are filled at this time. 

The front area of the cockpit is built up with 
body filler and extended aft to form the small ledge 
under the windshield, The fuselage area under the 
canopy is removed from the windshield section leay- 
ing a concave shaped front windshield panel on the 
underside which fits snugly over the new built up 
area, 

The tail wheel opening in the fuselage is filled in 
to square off the underside plan view. Notches along 
the sides of the opening are eliminated by deepening 
the opening. Shave the plastic in a straight, sloped 
line running slightly upward as it proceeds aft. The 
tail wheel is cut from sprue with a razor saw, leaving 
the thick bar of the sprue attached; but sawn parallel 
to the upper wheel strut (as you would cross-cut a 
log of wood), on both front and rear of that strut. 
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This leaves a flat round disc at the top of the wheel 
strut, pesponiculas to the fore and aft plane of the 
tail wl 

This is stiffened at the normal break-off point by 
plying epoxy cement all round. The disc is then 
cemented to a cross member. previously cemented 
inside the tail wheel well, taking care to moye the 
assembly aft to the proper position. 

Prop spinners are sanded to remove the concentric 
circular marks, and smoothed down. The prop blades 
re then reshaped where they join the spinner. 
ingine nacelles are assembled to the wings after 
cutting the kit exhaust fairings off each side of each 
nacelle, Sand the nacelles smooth, removing rough 
marks and raised detail, The props are then placed 
on the centre line of the vcell s the proper el 
vation (not permanently), The nacelles are then buil 
up to conform to the spinner, and reformed to their 
correct shape. The top of the nacelles are filled to 
conform to the upper camber of the rear section of 
the airfoil instead of the step-down effect the kit 
parts leave if not modified. 

The main landing gear openings are reshaped to 
conform to the under-side view of the aircraft. 
Landing gear struts are then cemented into place. 
Webbing between the forward vertical members on 
each leg is shaped from plastic card as the towing 
loops, A thin, round piece of sprue is used for the 
rear braces. Wheels from a ‘Matchbox’ truck can be 
used after the heavy t has been sanded off. 

Main and tail landing gear doors are shaped from 
plastic card then given the proper curvature by 
warming them before installation, Using scrap sprue, 
engine exhaust fairings are cut to contour, then 
shaped to half round outside and filed out inside 
to hollow shape then installed. Engine exhaust 
stacks are added to the rear portion of each of the 
inboard exhaust fairings.

Bead sight on 
top of the fuselage just forward of the windshield 
is a nylon hair brush bristle cemented into a hole 
and tipped with a small drop of glue! 

Running and formation lights are drops of glue 
painted the proper colour. Wingtip tiedown cleats 
are wire inserted into holes arilled 
into the wingtips, with streamlined 
drops of glue formed on their ends 

The cannon are hollow bri 
tubing cut to size and cemented 
into place, with 0.010 in. copper 
wire wound around the shank of 
the lower two for recoil springs 
and a strip of paper wound around 
self to proper thickness on each 
for the muzzle brake. This results 
in oversize appearance on the 
model, remember, the bore was 20 
mm, not 50mm!

THE NAME. Schreiber is pe 
haps less well known to card model- 
lers in this country than the 
Wilhelmshaven ran 

Latest in the Schreiber list is a 
1/200 scale W.W.2 Type VI C 
U Boat, the sheets for which make 
up a full-hull model, in itself an 
unusual feature in’ card ship 
models. It is not proposed to make 
comparisons with the Wilhelms- 
haven range, which will probably 
remain the connoiseurs’ first choice, 
but I will only say that I spent a 
thoroughly enjoyable time in build. 
ing this model, without encounter- 
ing any difficulties worth talking 
about, and the finished job, al- 
though not so fully detailed as 
some of the more advanced 
Wilhelmshaven range, is satisfy- 
ing, as | hope my photos will show 

There are probably two reasons 
for this smooth passage; in the 
first place, although the’ instruc- 
tions are again in German, a full 
































sheet of clear diagrams in colour 
gives all the information any be- 
ginner would require to finish the 
job; and secondly, I reverted to 
my old habit of stiffening up the 
framework, by mounting the pro- 
file former and all bulkheads on 
a sheet of medium weight (0.035 
in.) card, before cutting out. This 
posed no problems, apart from the 
need slightly to increase the width 
of the interlocking slots, and the 
difference it makes in providing a 
good rigid foundation for all fol- 
lowing construction adds greatly to

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strength of the finished craft. 

Our photo below shows the 
frame-up, together with the framing 
for the deck and topsides, which I 
again reinforced by mounting on 
thin manilla from an old card 
folder.

After fitting the deck and top- 
sides (centre photo) the underbody 
is plated in a series of sheets, each 
having a narrow inner flange glued 
at one edge to accept the adjoin- 











ing plate in a neat flush joint, 
plating being commenced from the 
centre section, and working to 
stern and then to bow. By this 
means an acceptable huil is built 
up, and the use of flat sheets is 
well-nigh undetectable. 





The superstructure is of course 
very simple, the conning-tower and 
armament being straight-forward 





exercises in card construction. The 
rudder, fore and aft hydrovanes 
and twin propellers and tubes are 








well represented and present no 
difficulties, and the model is com- 
pleted with a neat little stand, 
which again I stiffened up with 
thin card before cutting out.

mark (spread over a total content of 
‘one hundred plus pages) and these in- 
clude wartime colour prints into the 
bargain, In addition there aro two 
double page spreads of side views in 
colour with five Ju.88s and four 
Dornier No. 178 showing every combin- 
ation of camouflage pattern and colour 
used by the Finns on these aircraft 
Supporting these are tone drawings 
keyed to the other illustrations giving 








the full and correct camouflage pat- 
terns. 
But it is the photographs themselves 





which are so magnificent; superlatives 
are cheap these days which makes any 
reviewer's job somewhat difficult when 
confronted with material of this stand- 
ard. Each ie Ju.88 and Do,17 is 
photographed from almost every con- 
Geivable angle, including many rare 
close-ups of ‘weapons, bombs and 
bomb racks, crew compartments and 
so forth, so that anyone contemplating

and the Welkin. Photographic coverage 
is very good with some photographs 
that will be ‘new’ to most modellers 
and, enthusiasts, With the AIRFIX kit 
of the METEOR now generally available 
plus their older kit of the Westland 
Whirlwind also still to be found, the 
modeller will appreciate the wealth of 
colour and markings data presented by 
Mr. Goulding in this No. 11. 

No. 12 is a similar format but with 
a fine colour five view of a P-40 Toma- 
hawk IIA in special Tactical exercise 
markings, July 1941, and the other 
coloured ‘artwork is & most controver- 
sial machine, the P-400 AIRACOBRA 
serial AH6O1 flown by the C.0. of 601 
Squadron in late 1941, The author and 
artist undertook tremendous research 
into. this particular machine and its 
finish, a3 several sources claim that the

plimented by the photographic section

However, as the author points out, ALL 
the photographs are from the archives 
of the USAF and we would venture to 
Suggest that perhaps Mr. Mondey had 
little to say in the selection of the 
prints used.

Pale Grey, Sand, 
etc, the artist does NOT quote their 
RML code numbers, i.e. Black-Green 71, 
Dark Green 72, Light Biue 65, etc., etc 
a feature that would have ‘been’ wei 
comed by modellers, particularly th 
using HUMBROL CAMOUFLAGE COL- 
OURS which DO give the RLM colour 
numbers. The controversy will still rage 
over the “Defence of the Reich’ fuselage 
bands where the author quotes both the 
opinions of Karl Reis and also those 
of other sources. Nothing at all is 
offered in the way of explanation on 
the controversy regarding the replace- 
ment of Black-Green 70 and Dark Green 
7) with either Dark Green 71 and RLM

war, Howover there is much useful in 
formation contained within the text and 
the drawing pages and the photographs 
are sufficiently clear in most cases for

71 finishes saw the ‘mirror image’ and 
also colour exchanges slowly givin 
way to one standard splinter finis 
(much as in the RAF the ‘mirror image’ 
was dropped late in 1940/41) 

Both these publications are welcome 
additions to the source of reference on 
Luftwaffe camouflage and markings and 
the number of plan views illustrating 
the full splinter or later less harsh 
camouflage demarcations is most wel 
come.
